The question immediately arising 
from the attempt to Place General 
de Gaulle in power (an attempt 
which is still in doubt this after 
noon) is whether democracy can 


survive his presence or whether he 


must extinguish it, for a time at 
least, in a welter of civil violence. 
The next few days may answer that 
question. But it is*not the only 
question of deep concern to the 
whole Western world. 

Assuming that de Gaulle can 
establish his control of France, with- 
out a civil war provoked by - his 
enemies, what part. will his govern- 
ment play in the Western alliance? 

Certainly he is the enemy of 
Communism, a religious mystic of 
the extreme Right, a firm though 
difficult and- mercurial friend-of the 
West. Nevertheless, the. sort of 
policy -he has long advocated may 
gravely divide and damage the 
alliance.” 

De Gaulle proposes to reform the 
soul of France and recapture its past 
glory—the mission that this extra- 
ordinary man set for himself in the 
national collapse of 1940. It is a 
noble mission but its execution could 
cut straight across the policies of 
France's friends. 

The political upheaval in Paris is 
the direct result of a bungled attempt 
to suppress a nationalist upheaval in 
Algeria where -France's energy and 
treasure have been squandered on a 
futile war. The army, which de- 
stroyed the former government and 
is trying to bring de Gaulle to power, 
expects him not only to continue but 
to expand the war. Like so many 
French strong men of the past, he 
may well be the prisoner of the 
army.

self-constituted military factions, respon- 
sible to no one but themselves. * 


The immediate danger is, in other 
words, not Communism. It is not 
Fascism. It is anarchy which could 


bring with it extended and uncontrol- 
lable disorder. 

As there is now a censorship inside 
of France, Americans on the outside can 
speak to each other without meddling 
with the Internal affairs of France. The 
question for us is at bottom whether the 
advent of:Gen. de Gaulle ‘would mean an 
end to the anarchy by a restoration of 
lawful authority, or. whether his acces: 
sion would be a stage on the road to the 
greater anarchy of a class war. 

There is no certain answer to this 
fateful question. But what we can say, 
I think, is that the longer a solution of 
the crisis of government authority is 
delayed, the greater the likelihood that 
the crisis will become insoluble with 
incalculable - disorder.

There 
was little doubt that he could unite the 
French Army under the authority of a 
government of his own in Paris, that he 
alone had the persona! authority to make 
a political settlement in North Africa, 

As against this, there was the risk of 
resistance through a genera! strike inside 
of France and the danger, therefore, of 
civil war. 

As the. parliamentary government 
lingers on, as time passes, the 
are diminishing of Gen, de Gaulle’® si 
ceeding in what he is uniquely fitted, 
to dow 

The chance of resistance and anarchy 
is*increasing. For the kind of authority, 
which Gen, de Gaulle has, must be used 
when it is needed or it, will deteriorate. 
One can only hope, therefore, that we 
shall not have to sit watching a delaying 
action while the situation yecomes more 
and more uncontroljable and more and 
more disorderly. 

While we wait for the outcome, let 
us not do anything. to foreclose the 
future by becoming passionately involved 
in the French conflict, or by speculating 
airily about the future of France and 
of Europe apd of NATO. 

The imr@#diate need of France and of 
the world fs a Frerith government that 
commands the allegiance of the French 
nation and of the French Army. which 

_is ‘recruited from the nation. Until this 
need is met, none of the great issues of 
policy for the future will be or can be 
flecided.

VANCOUVER (CP)—-One of 
Canada's air pioneers retires to 
day from the network of air 
ways which he spent nearly 40 
years helping build across Ca 
nada. — 

He is Donald R. MacLaren, 
65, First World War air ace; 
daring bush pilot and the first 
employee of Trans-Canada Air 
Lines, 

Mr. MacLaren began his fly 
ing career as a member of the 
Royal Flying Corps. He earned 
fourth ranking among Canada's 
air aces with a tally of 48 
enemy airplanes and six bal- 
joons. 

Now retiring as TCA's execu 
tive assistant for. the Pacific 
area, he likes to “soft-peda) the 
war stuf{—nobody's interested 
in that now.” 

He is more interested in talk 
ing about his experiences as a 
bush pilot in British Columbia 
and the Prairies which led to 
his appojntment to TCA at its 
inception in 1937. 

He first came to Vancouver 
in 1924. For about $800 each 
he bought two war-surplus 
HSL flying boats ard started 
the West Coast's first commer 
tial aviation operation, Pacific 
Alrways. 

From the alr force, his com 
pany inherited the strenuonas 
task of patrolling 10,000 miles 
of the BC. coastline between 
the United States border and 
Alaska for the fisheries de 
partment
